ple,

They, in 
turn, select the 
school executive, 
the “driver". 
He confers with his 
Board of 
Education, with 
his

cies, as to the route, the speed of 
travel, the type of machine and 
such, but he will do the driring. 
In the conduct of the schools 
the greatest efficiency is to be ex­ 
pected of 
the driver. He it is

often is he subjected to the dis­ 
tractions and hazards
